We do not know what the future 
holds) but we know Who holds the 
future. We have peace with God through 
our Lord Jesus Christ, and we can only 
have the peace of God by looking con- 
tinually to Him. Matthew Henry, like 
Many of the older English writers, had 
agift of expressing his inmost thoughts 


clearly and concisely in the light of 
God’s Word. On December 31 he would 
review the past year, and on January 1 
he would set down his hopes and de- 
sires for the new year. Sir J. Bickerton 
Williams, in his biography of Mr. Henry 
(out of print), reports a number of his 
soliloquies and resolutions. What he 
wrote at the beginning of the eighteenth 
century is still thought-provoking and 
appropriate in the middle of this tur- 
bulent twentieth century: “January 1, 
1705-6. It is of the Lord’s mercy that 
I am not consumed. By night, on my 
bed, I endeavor to seek Him whom my 
soul loveth; and now I begin this new 
year, (1) earnestly praying for the graces 
of the year with a humble subjection 
of soul to the blessed spirit of God, 
that I may, some way or other, eminently 
honor and glorify God this year; that I 
may live this year to some purpose; to 
better purpose than I did the last. Oh 
that no temptation may so overtake me 
this year as to overcome me! To the 
conduct of divine grace, which is, I 
know, sufficient for.me, I here solemnly 


resign myself, my thoughts, my affection, 
my will, and all the intents of my heart, 
to be directed into the right way, and 
kept and quickened in it. Let me this 
year receive grace for grace. (2) Pa- 
tiently waiting for the events of the 
year, with a humble submission to the 
holy will of God. I know not what the 
year shall bring forth; but I know it 
shall bring forth nothing amiss to me, 
if God be my God in covenant; if it 
bring forth death—that I hope shall 
quite finish sin, and free me from it — 
Lord, let Thy servant depart in peace, 
according to Thy Word. I commit my 
family to my Heavenly Father, to God, 
even my own God, my father’s God, my 
children’s God. O pour out Thy Spirit 
upon Thy seed, Thy blessing, that bless- 
ing, that blessing of blessings, upon my 
offspring, that they may be praising God 
on earth when I am praising Him in 
Heaven. Amen, Amen.” And we may 
add, “Looking for that blessed hope, and 
the glorious appearing of the great God 
and our Saviour Jesus Christ” (Titus 
2:13).

Comfort for Dark Days 





“Therefore I will look unto the 
Lord; I will wait for the God of 
my salvation: my God will hear 
me” (Mic. 7:7). 




















Over its vast pampas, winds sweep per- 
sistently and unsparingly. There are 
constant entries in this diary such as: 

“There have been furious winds all 
this month, sevegty miles an hour and 
often it has been dangerous to be out. 
We have all had aches, chilblains, rheu- 
matism, and coughs.” And again: “It 
is very cold. We are in the height of 
our summer and have had only three 
really warm days. We have to wear 
double underwear. This day the wind 
blew with such violence that it actually 
lifted our feet from the ground. Of 
course only a few care to go out and 
worship under such conditions.” 

At times there are long seasons of 
rain. “It has been pouring for weeks. 
Everything is under water and wherever 
we go we sink ankle deep in mud. The 
most gloomy, dismal, woebegone winter 
I have ever known. ‘I sink in deep mire, 
where there is no standing’ (Psa, 69:2),’ 
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Why then do men live here? It is a 
land rich in minerals, in oil, and in pas- 
turage for sheep. Scotch herders often 
have immense flocks, up to 50,000 head. 
In the fertile Chubut Valley are Welsh 
settlements. A gold rush brought a large 
body of Jugoslavians. There are, too, 
rather forlorn settlements of Argen- 
tinians and Chileans. On the Chilean 
side, climatic and agricultural condi- 
tions are better. Punta Arenas is even 
“a beautiful city,” though far down near 
Tierra del Fuego. After the Boer War 
of 1900, many South Africans, unwill- 
ing to live longer under the Union Jack, 
emigrated to Patagonia. Thus with 
Welsh and Boers and Scotch, there is 
some Christian background, though faint. 
Years ago a brave Welsh colporteur, 
Esau Evans by name, spent many years 
preaching and colporting Bibles in the 
scattered settlements. 

Mrs. Willies, who writes these notes, 
pioneered, as Edith Nanz, the remote 
areas of Chile. Then she joined Mr. 
Willies in this work, literally in “the 
‘uttermost parts of the earth.” They 
have evangelized persistently, started 
Sunday schools, sold Scriptures, and 
given away tracts. Travel conditions, 


both as to roads and vehicles, can be 


imagined. “My hands were almost too 
numb to hold on to the sides of the 
swaying truck and all the while there 
remained in my mind the exhortation, 
‘Endure afflictions, do the work of an 
evangelist, make full proof of thy min- 
istry.’” 

As the account of Paul’s labors in Acts 
closes with a shipwreck, so at the end 
of this diary is the story of a truck 
wreck, stuck irretrievably in deep mud 
ruts. “There was no alternative but to 
pass the night in the open. Most of us 
were without food and few had brought 
a blanket. I tried to sleep,-but wind and 
cold would not let me. Fortunately we 
were found by the police and brought 
to an inn. As we sat at a table — it was 
now 11 p.m.—the lieutenant began to 
ask me about the Bible. Although long- 
ing for bed, I warmed to the subject, 
and it was long past midnight when our 
talk came to aé conclusion.” How 
Pauline! © 

The next morning ,at six the party 
was obliged to walk ten miles of hope- 
less road, a caravan of thirty men, 
women, and children, all day without 
food. “Between walking and resting I 
conversed with the women on the 
things nearest my heart.” (Again how 
Pauline!) Only at 10 p.m. did they 
reach an inn. 

“The next day was Sunday and I was 
up bright and early. The truck could 
not be immediately repaired. ‘Why not 
have a little service this morning?’ I 
asked my friends in the barn. ‘Every- 
body has time and there is nothing bet- 
ter than to learn a little of what the 
Book says.’ ‘Why not?’ they answered, 
in true Chilean fashion. Seven attended 
and there were a number of children 
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and cutside listeners. We had a lovely 
service. During these past days, while 
in such intimate contact with this little 
group, I had been able to observe their 
sinful lives, and as I now stood before 
them with an open Bible, I earnestly 
urged them to forsake all and come to 
Christ. As the meeting drew to a close, 
one of the mer stood up and said with 
great conviction, ‘Friends, I like this 
very much and I am going to follow it.’ 
His wife spoke likewise. Before they 
filed out I handed out Gospels and spoke 
to each separately. This was the first 
evangelical service held in Laga Blanco.” 

A report drawn on the best apostolic 
models ! 

Of Tierra del Fuego she writes: “This 
morning, while warming myself in the 
hotel kitchen, I fell into conversation 
with an Argentine engineer of Swedish 
descent. We talked for two hours. He 
has been all over Tierra del Fuego, and 
gave us very valuable _ information. 
There is no missionary on all this great 
island nor on the many smaller islands. 
The souls to be looked after are the 
sheep farmers, the oil workers, the gold 
diggers, men in the packing houses. My 
desire is to light in Tierra del Fuego 
the fires that will burn and consume the 
dross and present a cleansed people to 
our Lord.” The apostolic longing for 
“the regions beyond.” 

Mrs. Willies’ testimony is not stereo- 
typed. Thus she writes of having won 
in two years more than fifty “pearl 
fishers,” persons searching out answers 
to Biblical questions. Nearly all are 
enthusiastic. “I have children and grown- 
ups; among the latter many young men 
working in the oil camps; also a young 
fisher in the Custom House. Recently 
a society woman joined our ranks. The 
beauty of this method is that the fisher 
must read his Bible and consequently 
Bible sales have increased considerably. 
Usually after the Bible hour in three 
localities, I give half an hour to my 
fishers. Some do not need any help at 
all; others again find it stiff work. I 
have been constantly after one who gave 
me his name last year but never pro- 
duced a single pearl. My insistent talk- 
ing has helped, for, when we visited 
there this week, he had eight months’ 
answers ready ! 

“In Astra, the oil field twenty miles 
away, I have almost exclusively Cath-

I have just been reading Mr. 
Ernest Gordon’s review [Oct. 28, 1950] 
of Dr, Henry Townsend’s book, “The 
Claims of the Free Churches.” 

Oh! why did you not get someone 
who knows the truth on this side to 
review that book. Alas! Much of 
what Dr. Townsend says is true. But, 
there is another and much finer side 
to the whole question. It may be true 
that the official side of the Church of 
England is all that is written.

Evangelical clergy. | 
could go on ad infinitum, but we do 
not want to blow our own trumpet. 
Do you realize that seven-tenths of 
nonconformity in our land today is 
Modernist? Even the writer and crit- 
icizer of the Church of England is not 
to be trusted, 

One thanks God that there is a faith- 
ful element in all churches who are 
true to the Lord and His Word. Alas! 
the many are apostate. One Baptist 
minister said to me the other day: 
“Rector, I am glad you preach con- 
version — so do I — but I cannot preach 
it as you do. I preach conversion 
through the love of God; but I do not 
believe salvation is given through the 
blood of Christ.” 

If you were to read the books of 
many leading nonconformists you 
would be surprised how Modernist 
they are. There are very few who 
preach salvation through faith in the 
blood of Christ. ‘ 

Among us evangelicals we have a 
magnificent band who preach the 
whole council of God as -to the in- 
spiration of the Bible, the atoning 
blood of Christ, and the coming again 
of our blessed Lord, 

The writer and nonconformist sup- 
porters of “The Claims of the Free 
Churches” do not take this position 
which we evangelicals do. I am a 
patron of about 100 evangelical 
churches and we will not appoint a 
man who is not sound on these mat- 
ters. And there are other patronage 
trusts as sound as ours, 

Equally serious and more damning 
accusation could be brought against 
seven-tenths of our nonconformist 
churches— with their whist drives, 
theatricals, dances, and semi-political 
propaganda. The truth of the matter 
is that churches of all denominations 
are: apostate: but there is a faithful 
remnant among them all. 

Our Prayer Book is thoroughly Ref- 
ormation and Protestant. The Thirty, 
nine Articles, which are the basis of

The story of the Bible Churchmen’s Missionary Society 





T= doctrinal issues involved in a 
consideration of the divergencies 
between conservative and liberal 
Evangelical Protestantism have always 
been more well defined in America than 
in Great Britain. We British are not 
quite so ready “to call a spade a spade,” 
and this attitude sometimes takes an 
extreme form of hesitancy in taking 
sides. On the one hand there is a re- 
luctance to expel those whose views 
differ from the parent body, and an equal 
reluctance on their part to sever con- 
nection of their own accord. That ac- 
counts for the attitude of the majority 
of Evangelicals in Great Britain today 
toward the World Council of Churches. 
The denominational churches them- 
selves are such a mixture that a neutral 
attitude is almost inevitable, and as long 
as the doctrinal basis of a church re- 
mains true to the Word of God, the con- 
servative Evangelical feels no call to 
come out. 

The development of missionary soci- 
eties in the Church of England, however, 
has proceeded on different lines. The 
Missionary Council of the Church As- 
sembly, on which all recognized Church 
of England missionary societies are offi- 
cially represented, has recently received 
the report of a commission appointed to 
discover whether it was possible to co- 
ordinate all. this missionary effort in 
one supermissionary society of the 
church, which would be the extension 
abroad of the whole church at home. 
That attempt, which had the enthusiastic 
support of a minority group, was shown 
to be entirely out of the question, and 
the existing missionary societies are free 
to pursue their work abroad and con- 
tinue in their voluntary status, by which 
they originally came into being. 


The Invasion of Liberalism 

The incidence of the first World War 
brought to the fore the humanistic and 
liberal theological teaching which had 
invaded the ranks of Evangelicals at 
home, and had begun to be reflected in 
the mission field. To the man who be- 
lieved in the plenary inspiration of the 
Scriptures, and was concerned to send 
abroad to non-Christian lands an unadul- 
terated Gospel, the Church Missionary 


Society, founded in 1799, had always had- 


his wholehearted support. Its record of 
world-wide evangelism and building up 
of a living church in pagan and Moslem 
lands was second to none. 

It was at this time that scme, who all 
their lives had devoted their energies 
to supporting this great missionary en- 
terprise, began to have misgivings about 
the infiltration both into the committees 
of the Society and its missionary ranks 


This year marks the twenty-fifth 
anniversary of the Society founded 
within the Church of England to 
stand for the old faith and further 
the preaching of the Gospel in for- 
eign lands. Its motto, taken from 
Revelation 1:9, expresses its stand: 
“For the Word of God and for the 
Testimony of Jesus Christ.” Its Gen- 
eral Secretary, the Rev. A. T. 
Houghton, spoke at the Keswick 
Convention in England last summer, 
where the Editor had the privilege 
of meeting and hearing him. At the 
Editor’s request, Mr. Houghton has 
written this brief account of the 
B.C.M.S. A more complete account 
is given in a 242-page book by W. 
S. Hooton and J. Stafford Wright. It 
is entitled “The First Twenty-Five 
Years of the Bible Churchmen’s Mis- 
sionary Society,” and may be had at 
7 shillings 6 pence from the Society 
at 96 Victoria St., London S. W. 1, 
England.

abréad of those who had begun to im- 
bibe the new views on the inspiration 
of God’s Word so prevalent in every pro- 
fessing Christian country today. After 
some abortive attempts to bring about 
a reformation from within, including a 
“Concordat” which lasted from 1918 to 
1922, matters came to a head in 1922, 
when after several crowded meetings the 
demand that both missionaries and offi- 
cers of the Society should accept the 


authority and historical trustworthiness , 


of the Scriptures andthe truth of all 
our Lord’s utterances was rejected, and 
a modified affirmation based on the offi- 
cial pronouncements of the Church of 
England was accepted in its place. Many 
devoted missionaries of the Society and 
supporters at home, who would gladly 
have accepted this demand for them- 
selves, felt that their duty lay in con- 
tinued service and support, though the 
Society had cfficially acknowledged that 
other views, within a less stringent con- 
ception of the inspiration of the Bible, 
were legitimate. 

For some, however, only one course 
seemed open, and that was to found a 
new Society, which would be true to 
the teaching of the original founders, 
and would reassert in these days of 
apostasy the fundamentals of the Chris- 
tian faith as revealed in the infallible 
Word of God. On October 27, 1922, a 
group of some thirty clergy and laymen, 
who had been intimately concerned with 
the recent controversy, met to found the 
Bible Churchmen’s Missionary Society.

The honorary treasurer of the parent 
Society, Mr. S, H, Gladstone, descendant 
of the famous Prime Minister, who 
coined the phrase “the impregnable rock 
of Holy Scripture,”1 became its first 
honorary treasurer, and later its presi- 
dent; and the Rev. Daniel Bartlett, who 
had taken a leading part in earlier nego- 
tiations, became the honorary secretary 
and continued in office until 1945, when 
the writer of this article was appointed 
general secretary. 

Such a severance of relationships be- 
tween partners in God’s work inevitably 
resulted in serious repercussions at the 
time, in the wider sphere of the Church 
at large; and, no doubt, overzealous sup- 
porters on both sides were guilty some- 
times of inaccurate and misleading state- 
ments. Time has smoothed the jagged 
edges, and brought into clear perspective 
the divergence of principles rather than 
the clash of personalities, which sometimes 
hid the larger issues. Time has shown, 
however, that there is just as great a 
need today for the dual witness that has 
all along characterized the B.C.M.S.— 
the witness to the truth of God’s Word 
written and to the Living Word, the 
Eternal Son of God, both in the Church 
at home and in non-Christian lands 
abroad. The Society’s motto from Reve- 
lation 1:9 exactly expresses its stand: 
“For the Word of God and for the Tes- 
timony of Jesus Christ.” 


Its Anglican Setting 

Its setting is definitely within the 
Anglican communion, because that is 
where its influence can be best exerted 
as a bulwark against the encroachments 
of Romanism and Modernism within one 
of the outstanding churches of the Ref- 
ormation. But its stand is appreciated 
by members and churches of other de- 
nominations, with whom there can be 
and is the utmost fellowship in seeking 
to “adorn the doctrine of God our Sav- 
iour.” 

Many individual churches, unhappy 
about the use to which their gifts might 
be put, now gladly supported the new 
Society which stood for their funda- 
mental beliefs, and from the beginning 
the aim was to “preach the Gospel in 
the regions beyond.” The earlier re- 
quests for help, however, came from the 
Arctic, to stem the tide of Rome, or from 
other areas where there was a danger

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of withdrawal of mission forces. Mis- 
takes may have been made in following 
what seemed the easy line of taking 
over mission compounds in some cases, 
and thus being saved initial building; but 
from the first the Society set itself 
against big institutional work and con- 
centrated on the twin tasks of wide 
evangelistic effort and the building up 
of a living church, r 

God wonderfully overruled § and 
blessed, and today the work of the So- 
ciety is world-wide. Some of its earliest 
work was in the support of the Canadian 
Church in the Indian reserves, and from 
there to the Eskimo in Baffinland. In 
1947 the spectacular airplane rescue by 
the Canadian Air Force of a devoted 
missionary, Canon Jack Turner, who lay 
helpless in a northern Arctic outpost 
as the result of a shooting accident, drew 
attentior to the heroic work of the Arctic 
missionaries of the Society, who traveled 
thousands of miles yearly by dog sled 
to bring the light of the Gospel to Es- 
kimo iglcos and build them up in their 
most holy faith. Though the Canadian 
Church is to accept full financial and 
administrative ‘responsibility from the 
beginning of 1951, the Eskimo Church in 
Baffinland is well on the way to receiv- 
ing the whole of God’s Word in their 
own language, while many have com- 
mitted whole chapters to memory. 

In its next advance the Society re- 
sponded to the call from the western 
province of Szechwan in China, where 
the present director of the China Inland 
Mission, Bishop Houghton, brother of 
the present general secretary of the 
B.C.M.S., was already at work as a mis- 
sionary of the C.I.M. The mission there 
has been small, but greatly blessed of 
God in fruitfulness in these recent years 
when the handicaps have been greater 
than ever. A larger work was under- 
taken in South China as the result of 
Dr. Lechmere Clift’s appeal and his. 
handing over of his independent medical 
work built up in Nanning in the Prov- 
ince of Kwangsi. There, too, there have 
been increasing signs of blessing in a 
time of complete uncertainty. 

In 1922 the first B.C.M.S. mission was 
founded in the Central Provinces of In- 
dia, later to spread to the United Prov- 
inces. In beth these areas the response 
has been comparatively small, but the 
withdrawal of missionaries from the 
C.P. in September, 1950, has revealed a 
living church, small in numbers, but able 
to stand: the removal of the scaffolding 
reveals the beauty of the building. 

In 1924 the Society embarked on a 
pioneer mission among mcuntain tribes 
in northern Burma, with which the 
writer of this article was associated. Be- 
fore the outbreak of World War II there 
were fifty missionaries of the Society 
working among at least six different 
races and touching many more, in north- 
ern Burma, the Shan States, the coastal 
area of Arakan, and Rangoon. Though 
this cosmopolitan church passed through 
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the fires of persecution during the Jap- 
anese occupation and consequent ex- 


‘ pulsion of the missionaries, and less than 


thirty missionaries of the Society are 
back again at work in Burma now, the 
church has grown by leaps and bounds, 
and economic and political chaos has 
not prevented the blessing of the Word 
with signs following. 

Moslem work has been undertaken in 
a small mission in Persia, at the strate- 
gic center of Zahidan, terminus of the 
Indian railway from Quetta; and on a 
larger scale in French Morocco, where 
government restrictions make mission- 
ary work difficult, and where converts 
can be counted only by ones and twos. 
Nevertheless the Society is largely re- 
sponsible for the Diocese of North Af- 
rica with one of its missionaries as 
bishop — the Right Rev. G. F, B. Morris, 
formerly pioneer missionary in East Af- 
rica, 

Through the challenge of the late Al- 
fred Buxton, pioneer missionary to the 
Congo with C. T. Studd, the Society em- 
barked on work among primitive tribes 
in the neighborhood of Lake Rudolf, in 
Kenya, Uganda, and the Southern Sudan 
in 1929. That work has taken root to- 
day and among these still savage no- 
madic tribes, seminaked and living on 
a diet of blood mixed with milk, there 
are many who are now “clothed and in 
their right mind,” singing the praises 
of their Redeemer. 

It was Alfred Buxton again who ex- 
plored the possibilities of work in Ethi- 
opia, and founded the B.C.M.S. Mission 
there in 1931. Leaving the work among 
pagan tribes to other missions, notably 
the Sudan Interior Mission, the B.C.M.S. 
has concentrated on seeking to bring 
about a reformation among the Amharic- 
speaking governing race, who are mem- 
bers of the ancient Coptic Church, bound 
by the dead hand of a Judaistic legal- 
ism and worship in a dead language. 
Thanks to an enlightened emperor, the 
Word of God is now available in Am- 
haric, and the B.C.M.S. work is being 
carried on by means of Bible schools 
where men and women come to study 
the Word of God for themselves in their 
own tongue. In spite of exile during 
the Italian occupation, there are many 
signs of the Lord’s working today, and 
the indigenous Society of the Followers 
of the Apostles (ex-Bible school stu- 
dents) carries the Word to remote coun- 
try districts. 

The aim of all B.C.M.S, missions is to 
bring into being a truly indigenous 


church, self-supporting and taking upon 


itself from the outset the responsibility 
to evangelize. It has not always suc- 
ceeded, and many mistakes have been 
made, but there is no doubt about the 
spiritual value of such a policy. From 
an economic standpoint this policy of 
self-support is being pressed home more 
than ever, when fantastic prices make 
the cost of maintenance so much greater, 
and the Communist régime. in-.China is 
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demanding that the churches should do 
away with foreign support and control, 

While the Society has eschewed big 
educational and institutional work, it has 
emphasized the value of medical evange. 
lism, as being most characteristic of the 
Master Himself, who “went about doing 
good” and was “moved with compas- 
sion” and healed the sick. This medical 
evangelism has been especially charac- 
teristic of the work in India, Burma, and 
China, and many more doctors and 
nurses could be absorbed in existing 
commitments, 

In November, 1950, the Society has 
celebrated the Silver Jubilee of its train- 
ing college for men — the Bible Church. 
men’s College, which, with its college 
for women in Bristol provides training 
for work at home and abroad. It was 
early realized that the real cause of the 
trouble was the poison imbibed in 
schools, theological and training colleges, 
and universities, and if the Society were 
to send out untainted messengers it must 
do something to meet the need of train- 
ing. The opportunity for such training 
is greater than ever,.and it demands the 
best possible academic and _ spiritual 
standards. To enable the men’s college 
to stand on its own feet, an endowment 
fund of £75,000 is needed, and the appeal 
has gone out to the Bible-loving Chris- 
tian public, who have understanding of 
the times in which we live. 

We of the Bible Churchmen’s Mission- 
ary Society believe that we are com- 
mitted to this task until the Lord comes. 
We see no grcund for pessimism, though 
the days grow darker and the forces of 
the Evil One are massed together. “Upon 
this rock [“the testimony of Jesus 
Christ”) I will build my church; and the 
gates of hell shall not prevail against it.”

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Reaching Chicago's Colored Children for Christ 


Fourteen Sunday schools with capacity attendance 
winning and training colored boys and girls 


667 AND’S sake, what does you all do 
at your meeting? My nine-year- 
old girl has been talking about it all 
week! She can hardly wait for next 
Sunday to come!” The face of the ro- 
bust colored woman beamed, as she 
voiced her approval of the newly organ- 
ized Salem Gospel Sunday School. 

Superintendent Zopfi’s face beamed, 
too, as his heart went up in praise to 
his Lord for the third colored Sunday 
school God had raised up in a little 
over a year’s time, in answer to the 
prayers of loyal Timothian Society mem- 
bers. 

Few people may realize that the col- 
ored section of Chicago’s South Side is 
the most densely populated area in the 
United States. But it would not take 
long for the* casual observer, driving 
along in his automobile, to notice the 
crowded apartment buildings and the 
bad living conditions existing there. 
Streets teem with boys and girls, giving 
evidence of the large families. Crime 
is prevalent, and juvenile delinquency 
is on the increase. A constant influx 
of colored people moving in from the 
South adds to the congestion. Sound 
churches are few and far between. In- 
dividuals moving in from the outside 
find it easier to sit back in their rocking 
chairs and read the paper on Sunday 
morning than to go out and find a new 
church home. Sunday schools are small. 
No one seems to want to work with the 
boys and girls. No one seems to care. 

But a group of Wheaton College stu- 
dents do care. They see, in this neg- 
lected area, a mission field “white unto 
harvest.” Now, every Sunday, ninety- 
nine teachers, representing Wheaton 
Bible Church’s Timothian Society, reach 
approximately six hundred boys and 
girls in three different Sunday schools 
located throughout this section. In a 
little over a year’s time, these students 
have led 147 boys and girls and young 
people to Christ. Most of these young 
converts give evidence of a real desire 
to became grounded in the Word of God, 

A typical Sunday will find the teachers 
at the college dining hall at 8 a.m., wait- 
ing for the doors to open. From 8.30 
to 9, the workers meet in prayer before 
starting out on the hour’s trek into Chi- 
cago. They arrive at their destination 


‘around 10.15 and scatter in groups of 


two or three to carry on a house-to- 
house visitation program until 12 noon. 
The workers usually receive a warm re- 
ception from the colored people. They 
gain a vision of the work and a burden 
for the boys and girls, as they go from 
house to house and see the various cir- 
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cumstances into which these children are 
born. In the afternoon, they go back 
and pick up children who are too small 
to come by themselves, and gather them 
into the Sunday school. Occasionally 
there is a touch of humor in the hap- 
penings of the day—more often there 
is a touch of pathos, 

One day, while making the usual visi- 
tation rounds on Prairie Avenue, the 
students found a father, mother, and ten 
children crowded: together in a nine- 
by-fourteen-foot room. The father and 
mother slept on a much-too-small studio 
couch. The five older children slept 
crosswise on an old-style lounge. On 
hearing of the dire need, women from 
the Bible Church in Wheaton and from 
the Central Bible Church in Aurora 
gave clothing to help; and mothers of 
some of the Sunday school teachers in 
groups back home completely outfitted 
the mother and her new baby, born in 
August. 

At another time, three visitors went 
up to a door and knocked. The door 
swung open cautiously and a _ hand, 
clutching a dollar bill, slowly protruded, 
A voice rasped, “I can’t come to your 
Sunday school. I am a Roman Catholic, 
but here is a dollar to help with your 
work.” 

Superintendent Zopfi likes to tell the 
story of John Henry Cook, a ten-year- 
old colored boy. One day, Mr. Zopfi 
was called to a class to deal with a boy 
who wanted to accept Christ. By mis- 
take, he approached John Henry, who 
was not a bit hesitant in explaining, 
“No, sir, not me; I’s saved forever! I 
took Jesus in my heart two weeks ago, 
and He’s still there, He ain’t gonna never 
leave me neither.” 

It was at a Wednesday night Wheaton 
College student prayer meeting, in April, 
1949, that the Lord first spoke to the 
heart of Kermit Zopfi, World War II 
veteran, loyal-member of Wheaton Bible 
Church Timothian Society and promis- 
ing Junior of the class of °50. The 
school’s personal workers were in charge 
of the prayer meeting. One enthusiast 
rose to his feet and told about the Sun- 
day school work being conducted in the 
heart of the colored section of Chicago’s 
South Side. He spoke of the great need 
for more Sunday schools in this area. 
“I know of a place,” he said, “where I 
believe it would be possible to start a 
new Sunday school, if there were only 
someone to spearhead the work.” 

Kermit Zopfi knew in his heart at that 
moment that the Lord was speaking to 
him to be that person. When the meet- 
ing was over, he turned to his roommate, 
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but he did not have to speak to know 
that the Lord had been dealing with 
him, too. The hearts of two other stu- 
dents had been touched also, and so the 
four of them prayed together, and felt 
the Lord would have them go down to 
South Chicago and investigate. 

They set out on Sunday morning, May 
8, only to meet with disappointment, as 
they learned that the proposed meeting 
place was not available. But with spirits 
undaunted, they stopped in their car anc 
prayed. The Lord led them to the Prov- 
idence Baptist Church at 3225 South 
Prairie Avenue, as the congregation wa: 
streaming out of the door following ar 
afternoon baptismal service. The stu- 
dents went ‘into the church and intro- 
duced themselves to Pastor Lundford 
and his assistant. They were received 
with open arms. “For a long time we 
have been praying about reaching the 
boys and girls in this neighborhood, and 
we believe you are the answer to our 
prayers,” they said. Their permission 
was readily granted for the use of the 
church basement for an afternoon Sun- 
day school. “How much will the rent 
be?” asked the students. “Not a thing! 
Not a thing!” was the rejoinder. “All 
we want is that you win boys and girls 
to the Lord Jesus Christ.” 

The following night, the four students, 
feeling a grave sense of responsibility, 
and yet with joyful hearts, knelt to- 
gether in prayer. There were many 
problems to face, there were many de- 
cisions to make, there was a feeling of 
inadequacy among the group. But as 
they prayed, the Lord gave them the 
assurance of the promise in Jeremiah 
33:3, “Call unto me, and I will answer 
thee, and shew thee great and mighty 
things, which thou knowest not.” This 
was the “go” signal. Permission was 
granted by the Christian Council of 
Wheaton College to organize the Sun- 
day school, and Kermit Zopfi was ap- 
pointed superintendent. The following 
Sunday, with one extra teacher and a 
driver, they set out for Chicago, spent 
the morning visiting homes in the neigh- 
borhood, and then held Sunday school 
in the afternoon for forty-three curious 
but eager boys and girls. 

This first service was not the easiest 
one to conduct, because the leaders felt 
seriously handicapped through the lack 
of a piano. But believing their God 
was able, they prayed boldly. A few 
days later, the Bible Church called 
Superintendent Zopfi and asked if they 
wanted a piano that was not in use at 
the church. Then a member of the con- 
gregation, who heard that the school was 
to have the piano, offered the use of his 
truck for hauling it to Chicago. Chairs 
were needed, too, and this time the need 
was provided through the Wheaton Col- 
lege Academy. , 

During the summer, the school was 
kept running by summer school stu- 
dents, and, by fall, the attendance had 
mushroomed to one hundred and fifty. 
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When the officers of the Timothian So- 
ciety met to plan their fall program, 
they agreed to adopt the Sunbeam Sun- 
day School (for so it had been named) 
as a group project, making it a matter 
of special prayer, supplying teachers, 
and helping with the finances, 

Results from the Sunbeam Sunday 
School were soon evident. ‘One time, 
a colored grocer who has a little store 
on the corner near the Sunbeam School 
inquired: “What do you teach those 
kids over there at the Sunday school? 
They used to steal me bare around here, 
especially the older boys; but I never 
miss much no more. Some of those boys 
even got manners now.” 

Another time, a near-by theater owner 
complained, “Your Sunday school is ruin- 
ing my Sunday afternoon business. The 
kids used to come to the 2 o’clock show. 
Now a lot of them go to Sunday school 
at that time.” 

Fired with zeal from the reports that 
kept drifting back, the Timothian Society 
began to pray for another open door 
in the colored section. The answer to 
prayer was realized on January 29, 1950, 
when a part of the group started a new 
Sunday school in the True Light Bap- 
tist Church, at Forty-fifth and Dearborn 
Streets. Merrill Skinner, song leader of 
the Sunbeam School, headed the new 
group as its superintendent. However, 
with attendance rising to the two hun- 
dred mark, the church became too small 
and the group began to look for a new 
meeting place. The Lord opened not 
only the Coleman School, one block 
away, but also has been faithful to 
supply the $28 weekly rental fee. 

This September, the Lord saw fit to 
open a third door of service to the Tim- 
othians at the Greater Salem Baptist 
Church on the corner of Thirtieth and 
LaSalle Streets. The group had first 
prayed about going into a_ housing 
project on Thirty-ninth Street and South 
Park. But when the Lord closed the 
door to this area, they investigated the 
housing project at Dearborn Homes. 
After prayer, they were guided to the 
Greater Salem Baptist Church. The pas- 
tor greeted them with the same warm 
reception they had received at Sunbeam. 
“On my way home from a convention in 
Philadelphia,” he explained, “I felt bur- 
lened to pray for the boys and girls in 
hese. apartment homes. I believe this 
is the answer to my prayer.” 

Kermit Zopfi, now well seasoned in 
the work, temporarily left the Sunbeam 
Sunday School in the hands of capable 
co-workers and set out to pioneer in 
this new field with a full staff of en- 
thusiastic workers. 

He is radiant as he tells of the bless- 
ings God has showered upon the work. 
“Each Sunday. school has its own 
weekly prayer meeting, where specific 
needs are definitely remembered in 
prayer,” hé explains. “Time and again 
these needs have been miraculously pro- 
vided for.” 
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The newly organized Salem Sunday 
School was desperately in need of one 
hundred chairs; but following an an- 
nouncement from the pulpit at the Bible 
Church on a Sunday evening, two offers 
were immediately made—one from a 
man who had connections with a chair 
company, and another from a business- 
man who asked to. have the bill sent to 
him. A week later, a check for $235 
covering the cost of the chairs was slip- 
ped into Mr, Zopfi’s hand. 

Sixteen vehicles are needed every 
Sunday by the three schocls to transport 
the workers to and from Chicago, and 
there has never been a Sunday when 
these needs have not been met. Some 
of these cars are suppiied by college 
students, and some are provided throuch 
the generosity of friends in the Bible 
Church, 

Expenses mount rapidly, the weekly 
transportation bill alone totaling $22.40 
for each Sunday school. This cost is 
handled by the Christian Council, but 
all other expenses must be met by the 
Timothian Society, or throuzh outside 
sources. The Sunday schools have never 
made any direct appeals for funds, yet 
the Lord has been faithful to supply all 
that is needed. Many times, Superin- 
tendent Zopfi receives gifts of five or 
ten dollars in the mail, with no name 
attached. In a year’s time, the total 
expenditure for running the Sunbeam 
Sunday School was approximately $1,923 
—nearly $37 per Sunday, or an average 
of 18% cents per pupil taught. 

Around the beginning of the second 
semester last year, many of the teen-

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agers of the Sunbeam Sunday School 
accepted Christ as their Saviour. The 
workers prayed about a time when these 
young people might receive special 
training. Shortly after this, two of the 
mothers offered the use of their homes 
to the Sunday school. Through these 
kind offers, it was possible to organize 
a Saturday afternoon Bible Club. The 
aim of the Bible Club is to ground the 
young converts in the Word of God. 
Occasionally, the leaders have takeh 
these young people to near-by museuths 
to show them an all-over view of crea- 
tion. Sometimes they pick up a carload 
of fellows and bring them to Wheaton 
to watch a hard-fought basketball game 
in the college gymnasium. 

In addition to the three Timothian 
Sunday schools in this area, eleven othet 
colored Sunday schools are operated by 
various student groups threugh the 
Christian Council office of Wheaton Col- 
lege. All of them report similar suc- 
cess, and many of them have reached 
the point where they cannot handle any 
more boys and girls due to limited facil- 
ities.. It is more than likely that mote 
Sunday schools will be opened in the 
future. “However, it is not our ait,” 
Says Superintendent Zopfi, “to carry on 
these schocls indefinitely. Our aim is to 
win colored boys and girls to Christ — 
then to train them so they may grow 
up to assume responsibility as Christian 
leaders among their own people and 
unite with sound churches in their own 
communities.”

The need for a well-rounded perspective in missionary giving 


HERE is nothing glamorous at all 

about “the general fund” of any mis- 
sion society. In fact, it is like “pulling 
teeth” to get the average Christian to 
take any interest at all in the over-all 
picture of missions. The more attractive 
side of foreign missions—the specific 
appeal— is what most Christians and 
most churches are interested in. 

Often the only time the average Chris- 
tian is brought face to face with “the 
general fund” is in an annual report, 
where he is dumfounded at the amount 
of undesignated, “overhead” expendi- 
tures. At once there arises a real ques- 
tion in his mind: “If the support of 
the missionaries is entirely underwritten, 
why the need for this additional - bud- 
get?” And a natural question it is, espe- 
cially in view of the fact that, in some 
instances, money may have been mis- 
directed for use at home or for projects, 
if not unrelated, at least secondary to 
the primary goal of soul saving. For 
this reason, many have come to look 
askance at the so-called “general fund.”

One must not be unmindful of the 
fact also that designated, specific giving is 
bound to create deep interest and bring 
real blessing to any church or individual. 
It not only should be encouraged, it 
must be encouraged. Nothing will bring 
more blessing to any church than the 
feeling that these are our missionaries. 
Their problems are our problems; their 
victories our victories. Their needs are 
our needs. But its danger is that of 
becoming one-sided in perspective vision, 

For example, all of us would enjoy 
the privilege of knowing that we afe 
supporting A— and B— in the thrilling 
ministry of broadcasting the Gospel on 
the foreign field. We swell up with 
pride as we see their pictures and fead 
their interesting, thrilling letters. But 
A— and B— would not be broadcasting 
from the Andean heights of South 
America or the scenic capitol of the 
Philippines were it not for the business 
manager of the mission, who works six 
days a week seeing that the books ate 
kept and that the missionaries are paid 
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on time and according to the wishes of 
their supporters. The business manager, 
too, must receive a salary and is faced 
with the responsibility of supporting a 
family in face of the high cost of liv- 
ing. But, of course, he is paid from 
“the general fund,” and no one pays 
much attention to that phase of mis- 
sionary need. There is nothing attrac- 
tive about supporting a business manager 
and his family. 

The fact of the matter is that, before 
A— and B— ever went to the field, the 
director of their mission was asked to 
speak at a number of churches and mis- 
sionary conferences, presenting the new 
candidates and soliciting prayer interest 
and support. Actually the expenditures 
involved in travel, and the like, 
amounted to almost triple the amount 
received in offerings. In some instances, 
there were no offerings, for, as the pas- 
tor put it, “we are not able to give right 
now, but we believe your coming has 
created a real missionary interest.” Of 
course, these expenditures came out of 
the “general fund,” while the offerings 
received were designated to go directly 
toward the salary of the new mission- 
aries “when they arrive on the field.” 
The director spent nearly three weeks 
of his time helping A— and B— to get 
their support. During that time he and 
his family as well as A— and B— had 
to live also on the “general fund.” Let- 
ters had to be sent out, which meant 
stationery, postage, salaries for office 
help, ‘office rent, coal to heat the office, 
light bills, building repairs, and a host 
of other odd items. A—and B— were 
taken around town for last minute de- 
tails before going to the dock for sail- 
ing. This meant wear and tear on the 
mission car as well as gasoline and oil. 

But this was only the beginning. After 
they reached the field there were hosts 
of other expenses that were never in- 
cluded in the so-called “support of the 
missionary.” Electric bills for operating 
a full-time radio station on city power 
lines, replacement of radio tubes, broad- 
casting equipment, salaries of national 
technical help, maintenance upkeep, 
travel, secretarial help .. . all of these 
things mount up to big figures in run- 
ing a Gospel broadcasting station. The 
support of A— and B— is only a small 
part of these “operating costs.” 

A— and B— are deeply grateful to 
their supporters for the generous help 
received, but they also carry the weight 
of “additional” costs of which the aver- 
age church is entirely unaware. If only 
churches and individuals could be made 
to see the importance of a balance be- 
tween “specific” giving and giving to 
the “general fund,” the energies spent 
in pleading with God for presert urgent 
needs could be applied to getting out 
the Gospel more effectively. Designated 
and general giving are both vitally es- 
sential to the maintaining of proper 
missionary vision.

olic fishers. Although before the open- 
ing of the work they never had a Bible, 
curiously enough they have done eight 
months’ fishing in only two months’ time 
and are heart and soul interested. Sr. 
Melesi, an Italian Catholic, helps his 
wife every night to discover pearls.” 
The Willies have in Sr. Duran a faith- 
ful Chilean helper, “willing to endure 
anything that the people might know 
Christ. During the summer months he 
has ridden to Lago Polux, Lago Frio, 
Costa del Emperador, Cerro Negro, and 
many other places which lie like beau- 
teous gems in this great Andean world. 
‘In all these places I found people who 
had never heard the Holy Gospel and 
I spared no words to make them under- 
stand it.’” There are no inns. “‘At 
times they put me up on the farms; at 
other times I slept in the open, a sheep- 
skin under me.’” At one place he found 
a rebellious boy who had gone to school 
three years and never learned to read. 
“*Then Sr. Duran visited us,’ wrote his 
mother, ‘and we came in touch with the 
Gospel. Elian sat with eyes glued on 
him as he read and expounded Scrip- 
ture. He believed and began to pray. 
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The next day Sr. Duran rode away and 
Elian, his chores done, sat down and 
began areuously to spell out the words 
of the little Gospel left with him. What 
he hadn't learned in three years he 
learned in three days—he learned to 
read.’” 

Such are the compensations of “being 
knocked from pillar to post!” ‘And there 
are others, too. “Yesterday the Lord 
sent me a message direct from Heaven: 
‘The Lord thy God hath blessed thee 
in all the works of thy hand; he know- 
eth thy walking through this great wil- 
derness.’ On this last phrase my atten- 
tion was riveted and I opened my Ger- 
man Bible. The translation here was, 
‘He has taken to heart thy travelling 
through this great desert.’ What else 
could this mean but Patagonia? ‘He 
knoweth .. . he hath taken to heart.’” 
(Deut. 2:7.) 

And signs of special providence are 
given at times. In Punta Arenas they 
could not find a warm place to work, 
so they “put the matter in the Lord's 
hands.” “On Wednesday morning I met 
a lady ‘in the street who pressed the 
key of her apartment into my hand. ‘It’s 
yours every day from eight in the morn- 
ing till four p.m. It has a heater and a 
typewriter.” Then she met her hus- 











The Ordination of the First American Foreign Missionaries

versity in 1807, and of Andover Theological Seminary in 1810.” 
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band. He had a key in his hand. “Mr. 
B. wants me to use his house every 
afternoon until six.’” After a good meet- 
ing with young people, a Methodist dea- 
con came up, also with a key in hand. 
“*You are to come tomorrow to live in 
the parsonage.’” Three keys in a day! 
The Good Shepherd cares for His sheep. 

This land of sheep often calls Him to 
mind. “We took a truck home. It was 
very cold and not only for us. Large 
flocks of lambs, whom we met on their 
way to port to be shipped northward, 
had left Coyhaique a week ago and were 
still struggling along. The sight was 
pitiful. Spurred on by collies and 
herders on horseback, not a few had 
fallen by the wayside. They were too 
exhausted to get up again and a herds- 
man would dismount and lift the dying 
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sheep to his horse. Finally so many 
collapsed that a cart had to be hired to 
bring them along and they were still 
nine miles from port and facing a tem- 
pestuous trip to Puerto Montt and a long 
freight journey to Santiago. Of a thou- 
sand, at least two hundred occasionally 
succumb. 

“I could not but think how different 
it is with the sheep of the Lord. Theirs, 
too, is often a toilsome pilgrimage and 
the way is long and hard and they are 
called on to endure great suffering. 
Some would faint and fall were it not 
for the loving arm of the Good Shep- 
herd. Some limp and almost give up, 
but one and all finally reach Home, ‘And 
I give unto them eternal life; and they 
shall never perish, neither shall any man 
pluck them out of my hand.’” 


VIII. The Cross, the Secret of Christian Living 


The absolute necessity of the cross in reckoning 
one’s self dead unto sin but alive unto God 


S WE have been thinking together 

of the cross of Jesus Christ, we have 
seen something of the tremendous im- 
portance of that event and something 
also of the way in which our lives will 
be transformed as we come into a fuller 
understanding of the depth of its mean- 
ing. In this last article we will consider 
the cross as the secret of Christian liv- 
ing. The verses that set this truth so 
clearly before us are found in Galatians 
2:20 and Romans 6:6. Here they are: “I 
have been crucified with Christ; and it 
is no longer I that live, but Christ liveth 
in me: and that life which I now live 
in the flesh I live in faith, the faith which 
is in the Son of God, who loved me, and 
gave himself up for me.” “Knowing 
this, that our old man was crucified with 
him, that the body of sin might be done 
away, so that we should no longer be 
in bondage to sin; for he that hath died 
is justified from sin.” 

In these great statements the Apostle 
Paul makes clear the great secret of 
his life, and he sets it forth as the secret 
of every true Christian life. It is not 
only the secret of the Christian life, it 
is also an absolute necessity if one is 
to live as Paul did, and to the honor and 
glory of God. 

Paul first of all states that he has been 
identified with Christ in His death on 
the cross: “I have been crucified with 
Christ.” Now he does not mean by that 
that he was in any way present at the 
time of the crucifixion, but he is speak- 
ing of his identification of himself with 
Christ by means of his faith. He had 
come to the place where he realized that 
it was for Paul himself that Christ had 
died. It was as though the Lord had 
said to the Father, as He hung upon the 
cross, “I am here, O Father, paying the 
penalty for the sins of Paul, and I am 
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suffering for him and in his place.” The 
Lord Jesus Christ voluntarily identified 
Himself in all His perfect holiness, with 
us in all our sinfulness and doom in 
order to make it possible for us, through 
faith, to identify ourselves with Him in 
the triumph and glory of His resurrec- 
tion. Paul is stating the same great 
truth in other words when he says, 
“Knowing this, that our old man was 
crucified with him.” He died for our 
sins, and the only place where our old 
sinful nature properly belongs is on the 
cross — the place of death. 

When we come fully to realize that 
the Lord did die for us, we must also 
come to the place where we can say 
with Paul that our old sinful nature was 
nailed there with Him. That is the way 
that God the Father sees it, and it is 
for that reason alone that, from that 
moment on, He can regard us as His 
children, who have been freed from sin 
and whom He can welcome as righteous 
and holy, having been made such 
through the perfect righteousness of 
Christ Jesus, which has been set to our 
account, or credited to us, through the 
grace of God. The only way in which 
we can be freed from the bondage of 
sin is by dying to it. We should under- 
stand that, through our identification 
with Christ in His death, we are dead to 
sin; that is to say, as long as we take 
our place with Him in faith, sin no 
longer has the power to fascinate and 
attract and dominate us as it formerly 
did. Since we have died to it, there- 
fore we have no response to its invita- 
tions and urgings. We, too, must learn 
to say in the full meaning of the words, 
“We have been crucified with Christ.” 

That first statement of the Apostle 
Paul’s in the verse of which we are 
thinking is but preparatory to the sec- 
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ond one, up to which it is leading: “It 
is no longer I that live, but Christ liveth 
in me.” Since I have by faith identified 
myself with Him in His death for me, He 
has now identified Himself with me and 
has made me the recipient of His holy 
and divine life, which He poured out 
for me on the cross at Calvary. He 
lives in me, From the moment that I 
accepted Him as my Saviour and Lord, 
Christ Jesus took up His residence in my 
heart and life, which He now regards 
as His. I am His purchased possession 
and He has taken possession of me. That 
is the meaning of the Lordship of Christ, 
I belong to Him absolutely and entirely, 
and it is my purpose that, from now on, 
He shall use me to fulfill His holy pur- 
poses and make use of me in any way 
that He may see fit. 

I am constantly meeting people who 
have never thought of these words and 
of their profound meaning. As a result, 
they have never had the personal experi- 
ence of this great transaction of which 
Paul is here speaking. You remember 
that when the Lord was making His 
farewell discourse to the disciples in 
the upper room where He had just 
washed their feet, He said to them, “Ye 
call me, Teacher, and, Lord: and ye say 
well; for so I am.” “If ye know these 
things, blessed are ye if ye do them.” 
He reminded them that He was indeed 
their Teacher and Lord, but that the real 
blessing and joy and victory that He 
was to make possible for them could 
only come into their lives as they obeyed 
Him as Lord, and lived up to that which 
He was to make possible for them 
through His atoning death. 

There is a third clause to this tre- 
mendous verse — “And that life which I 
now live in the flesh I live in faith, the 
faith which is in the Son of God, who 
loved me, and gave himself up for me.” 
What Paul is saying is this: “I recog- 
nize that my old self, in God’s sight met 
its death in company with my Lord 
when He met His death on my behalf 
upon the cross. As a result the divine 
Son of God Himself, since my acceépt- 
ance of Him as Saviour, has taken up 
His residence within me and is now Lord 
of my life. In former days, it was the 
old “I” that made the decisions and 
directed the policies of my life. But that 
is all over now, and it is not I but 
Christ who is the dominating and direct- 
ing power in all things. Because of this, 
then, each day of my life here upon 
earth is lived in that personal and com- 
plete dependence upon and implicit obe- 
dience to the Son of God, “Who loved 
me, and gave himself up for me.” Paul 
realized in deepest gratitude that, 
through His divine love, Christ Jesus had 
given Himself for Paul, and now, in re- 
sponse to that love, Paul had given him- 
self to the Lord and was willing and 
ready to live for Him, and, if it were 
His will, to die for Him also. 

This is a wonderful picture of true 
Christian living. It is the great secret 
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of the life of the great Apostle Paul, 
who formerly had been the outstanding 
hater and persecutor of all who sought 
to follow Jesus Christ, but who had been 
suddenly transformed into His humble 
disciple and most devoted follower. The 
reason that there afe so few today whose 
lives in any way resemble that of the 
great apostle is that there are so very 
few who have in true and unwavering 
faith “put off the old man and put on 
Christ.” It is not easy day by day to 
reckon yourself dead to sin and alive 
unto God, but that is exactly what we 
must do if we are going to have the 
divine life of the Lord filling us day 
by day and making us radiant with His 
glory and beauty. Too often we find 
ourselves calling Him “Lord, Lord,” and 
at the same time refusing to grant Him 
the first place in our lives and refusing 
to seek to follow His guidance and to 
please Him in all things. 

A truth that needs emphasizing is that 
the arena of battle is the will. Our wills 
are so stubborn and our minds are so 
determinedly set on having our own 
way that it is often right at this point 
that defeat comes into our lives, and 
that we fail, and fail so terribly, to 
measure up to our profession of faith 
and to the standards that God has set 
for us and that His Son, Christ Jesus, 
has made it possible for us to live out 
to His honor and glory. 

Let us soberly examine ourselves and 
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make certain as to where we stand on 
this most important of all questions. Let 
us ask ourselves whether we have by 
faith identified ourselves with the Lord 
in His death, and whether we are now 
conscious of His living presence within 
our hearts as the result of that step. 
And, finally, let us ask ourselves whether 
or not we are daily living in complete 
dependence upon Him and in implicit 
faith in Him for all things. 

“Christ liveth in me.” Can you say 
that, and rejoice in the full realization 
of its meaning? Paul elsewhere says, 
“To me to live is Christ.” If I know 
that Christ is living in me, and if I 
live in complete dependence on that fact 
and on His personal presence and direc- 
tion of my life, then I am also able to 
say that to me also to live is Christ. 
Only when that is true are we begin- 
ning to get the real meaning of life and 
to live it to the full of victory and of 
joy and of growth into the likeness of 
our Lord. Let us all press on to enter 
into this wonderful and glorious experi- 
ence, 

Our Father, who art in heaven, teach 
us, we beseech Thee, the meaning of 
the words of which we have been think- 
ing. Lead us out into a full experience 
of them, as by faith we learn the mean- 
ing of our identification with Thy divine 
Son and His identification of Himself 
with us in all things. In His name we 
ask it, amen,

The Missionary Giving of Nine Intermediates 
A further report of the interest of a boys’ class in missions 


N THE Sunpay-Scuoot Trmes of De- 

cember 27, 1947, a detailed report of 
the first year’s giving of a Junior class 
of boys in the First Presbyterian Church 
of Woodbridge, N. J., was published. 
The boys were then eleven years of 
age. The last item in this article men- 
tioned $5 sent to a Pima Indian boy in 
Arizona, This boy’s father, Simon Lewis, 
was in his last year of school preparing 
for the ministry. He had a. wife and 
two children to support, which left him 
with insufficient funds with which to 
finish his training. During the winter 
of 1947-48, the boys sent him a total of 
$25, including the $5 previously men- 
tioned. With this and other help he 
was able to finish his studies. Several 
nice letters were received .from Mr. 
Lewis during that winter. 

Mr, Lewis now has a church among 
his own people, the Blackwater Presby- 
terian Church, in Arizona. A recent let- 
ter from him states: “I most certainly 
appreciate the great help you and the 
boys did for us while I was in training 
for the work I am now doing.” Of 
Course the boys see all these letters; 
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and I believe it makes an indelible im- 
pression upon their minds and hearts. 
In 1948, the boys took upon themselves 
the task of having the pulpit Bible re- 
bound. No one had asked for it, except 
to mention its condition. The rebinding 
cost $17.75, and the pastor honored the 
class by announcing from the pulput 
who paid for the rebinding. The boys 
have made a written report of their 
work to the annual meeting of the 
church each year for the last two years. 
This report is read by one of the boys. 
Their next experience was with an 
African named Okom .Edem Esu, who 
secured my address through a mission- 
ary that I knew. Esu wrote two or three 
letters which I placed before the boys. 
The following quotations will explain 
the need: “I was once appointed as a 
Sunday school teacher, but being in lack 
of a reference Bible and books I can not 
go on well: I therefore eagerly beg you 
to send only one copy of a reference 
Bible.” “Although I am not well, my 
work is going on as before: instead of 
receding it is increasing every day.” 
The boys sent him a $4.50 Pilgrim 
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Bible, with Esu’s name written in it, 
and their own signatures added, In. July 
of last year, we received a letter of 
thanks: “So I one of your Sunday school 
boys have sent thanks to you for the 
Bible I received from you on July 8. 
Our Sunday school here is improving 
very well. Last month we got thirty- 
two pupils.” I feel that this is getting 
at the heart of real service, and the boys 
seem to be getting a real kick out of it. 

One other service last year was that 
of helping a poor boy named Frank 
Wojciechwski. You may have seen his 
name in the papers. He had lost both 
legs in a terrible accident. Money was 
sent him from all over the country — 
even the President wrote him and in- 
cluded his picture. The president of our 
Boys Missionary Bible Class wrote him 
a personal letter on the part of the class, 
to cheer him up, and enclosed $8. The 
local paper published the letter ver- 
batim. 

Also during 1949 the class gave $12 
($1 a month) toward the 275th anniver- 
sary of our church. This year (1950) 
the boys ‘have taken as their project 
the sending of five hundred copies of 
the Gospel of John, in Japanese, to the 
Japanese through the American Bible 
Society. This was in response to Gen- 
eral MacArthur's appeal for more Bibles. 
The cost of each Gospel is only 6 cents, 
delivered in Japan, which means a total 
cost of only $30. To date the boys have 
sent $28. In other words, they have paid 
for over 460 Gospels out of a 500 goal. 
When they first started, they wrote Gen- 
eral MacArthur telling him what they 
were doing, and why. 

The boys’ interest in this method of 
helping others was manifested recently 
when one of them came into class one 
Sunday after having been absent for 
several Sundays. He asked for the rec- 
ord book, checked up on himself, and 
immediately paid back dues—-that is, 
on the basis of their agreement of 6 cents 
each Sunday, the price of one Gospel. 

During the last four years, nine boys, 
now fifteen years old, have given over 
$100 for different missionary purposes. 
This amount has come entirely out of 
their own pocket spending money, and 
all has been given in personal contacts 
with those helped. No plays or other 
money-raising schemes have been used 
for the purpose of collecting money. 
The money is collected in the class, 
after giving to the Sunday school. The 
boys keep their own record, the teacher 
contributing an amount equal to that of 
the individual boy, but no more. 

As we are approaching the beginning 
of another year, and to see just where 
their interests lay, I placed before them 
three questions in the following order, 
and asked them to check the one they 
preferred: 

1. Shall we omit missionary work this 
next year?

The Lesson as a Whole 
By J. C. Macaulay, D.D. 


Approach to the Lesson 

APERNAUM, on the Sea of Galilee, 
C was the nearest thing to head- 

quarters that Jesus had during 
His years of ministry. Even there, there 
was no attempt at permanency. “The 
foxes have holes, and the birds of the 
air have nests; but the Son of man hath 
not where to lay his head” (Matt. 8: 
20). He might have made Nazareth His 
center, but Luke records His utter re- 
jection by His own townspeople (Luke 
4: 28-31). Besides, there was prophetic 
reason for establishing Himself in Ca- 
pernaum (Matt, 4: 13-16; Isa. 9:1, 2). The 
fact that our Lord so signally honored 
this city laid a grave responsibility upon 
it, and its neglect of that responsibility 
brought upon it terrible condemnation 
(Matt. 11:23, 24). 

Apart from our Lord’s ministry, Ca- 
pernaum has little claim to historical 
note. Josephus, the Jewish soldier-his- 
torian (A.D, 37 to after A.D, 100), tells 
us that during the war between the 
Romans and the Jews he was directing 
an important action when his horse fell 
into a quagmire. Being thrown from 
his horse, he was hurt, and carried into 
Capernaum. By that time the city had 
become a mere village. Nothing remains 
of it today. A synagogue has been ex- 
cavated on what is believed to be the 
site of the city, and while the building 
is attributed to the second century, the 
floor may well be that trodden by the 
blessed feet of the Saviour. 


Verse by Verse 

Mark 1:21—‘“‘The sabbath , , . the 
synagogue.” God’s day and God’s house 
were both precious to our Lord, and He 
knew the correct use of them, not for 
bondage and ritual, but for glad com- 
munion and worship and testimony. Even 
more than David He could say, “I was 
glad when they said unto me, Let us

they knew him. 
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go into the house of the Lord” (Psa, 122: 
1). It was His privilege as a rabbi to 
teach in the synagogues, whose relation 
to the Temple was somewhat like that 
of a parish church to the cathedral of a 
diocese. There were, of course, no sac- 
rifices offered in the synagogues. They 
were rather places of instruction, 

Verse 22.—“He taught .. . as one that 
had authority.” His complete sense of 
being sent from God gave conviction to 
His utterances, and the essential truth 
that He spoke, with all the weight of 
His unique personality behind it, brought 
His hearers face to face with ultimate 
reality, which was the missing note in 
the teaching of the scribes. His constant 
appeal to the Scriptures of the Old 
Testament, rather than to Rabbi So-and- 
so, added weight to His utterances, (See 
Matt, 5:17-19.) 


Verse 29.—“Out of the synagogue. . 
into the house.” Some leave their “re- 
ligion” in church, and wear a very dif- 
ferent dress at home. Jesus was the 
same minister of God wherever He went. 

Verse 30—‘“‘And anon they tell him.” 
Happy is the home where they “tell it 
to Jesus.” No home situation is too hard 
for Him. They did not wait until they 
had tried all other remedies, but took 
the case immediately to Jesus. 


Verse 31—‘“He . , . took her by the 
hand.” “The touch of His hand on mine” 
lifts me into a new life, dispels the fevers 
of passion, and makes me His partner 
in glad service. ‘che hand touched by 
His hand is forever dedicated to minis- 
try. The healing was instantaneous, 
without a period of convalescence, such 
as fever patients usually require, 


Verse 32.—“At even.” Meantime, the 
news of the healing of the demoniac in 
the synagogue had become the talk of 
the town, and, the Sabbath being over 
at sundown, people came with their bur- 
dens — invalids on pallets, and other suf- 
ferers. 


Verse 33.— 


all that were diseased, and them that were possessed with devils. 
33 And all the city was gathered together at the door. 
34 And he healed many that were sick of divers diseases, and 
cast out many devils; and suffered not the devils to speak, because

ple will throng where real help is avail- 
able. If only the reality of Christ is 
demonstrated in His people, there will 
not be wanting those who say, “Tell us 


of your God.” How full of:need our 
cities are! 

Verse 34—“He healed many . . . and 
suffered not the devils to speak.” How 
many did He heal? Luke says “every 
one of them” (Luke 4:40). No case is 


beyond His practice. Our Lord does not 
desire the testimony of demons, but He 
seeks the testimony of redeemed sinners, 
Compare Mark 3:11, 12 with 5:18, 19, and 
see Paul’s experience in Acts 16: 16-18. 


Verse 35.—“In the morning .. . a soli- 
tary place.” Here are two essentials for 
a true prayer life. Let it be first thing 
in the morning (besides many times dur- 
ing the day), and let it be in secret. 
Family prayer and church prayer will 
be all the better for the closet prayer. 
Read on and notice that, while the dis- 
ciples were interested in the popular 
clamor, the Man of prayer was bent on 
the Father’s will (vs, 36-38). 


The Heart of the Lesson 


Wherever Jesus went, human need 
gravitated to Him like steel filings to a 
magnet. In the synagogue, amid the 
wondering curiosity of the crowd, the 
poor demoniac searched Him out. In 
the home, the sickbed commanded His 
first attention. His presence on the city 
street called out a concourse of needy 
folk, 

At even, ere the sun was set, 

The sick, O Lord, around Thee lay; 

Oh, in what divers pains they met! 

Oh, with what joy they went away! 

Once more ‘tis eventide and we, 

Oppressed with various ills, draw near; 

What if Thy form we cannot see, 

We know and feel that Thou art here. 


Thy touch has still its ancient power; 
No word from Thee can fruitless fall; 

Hear in this solemn evening hour, 
And in Thy mercy heal us all.

“All the city.” Needy peo- There is no record of coming to Jesus 
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with a need and being turned away. 
See John 6: 37, 

It used to be said of a certain preacher 
that when he was in the pulpit he should 
never come out of it, and when he was 
out of it he should never go into it. How 
different our blessed Lord, who carried 
the same spirit and power to bless into 
the home and thoroughfare as into the 
sanctuary ! 

The secret of this consistency of power, 
and of this complete indifference to pop- 
war clamor which appears right after 
the lesson portion, is found in verse 35. 
Even when others were sleeping, Jesus 
was praying. The morning watch in the 
solitary place kept the line open and the 
channel clear. For vision, direction, and 
effectiveness, we absolutely must have 
time alone with God.

Topics for Development 

Preaching and Teaching. In Mark 1: 
14 we are told that “Jesus came _... 
preaching,” and in verse 21 we read that 
He “entered into the synagogue, and 
taught.” The work of the herald must 
be followed by the work of the in- 
structor. Many have given some response 
to the preaching of the Gospel, but have 
failed to go on to know the Lord for 
lack of teaching. The other day I heard 
an English preacher declare that in 
America we go in for inspiration with- 
out instruction, while in Britain they 
have instruction without inspiration. 
Like all generalities, the statement is 
not wholly true, but it emphasizes the 
need fer both proclamation and educa- 
tion. Every church should be evange- 
listic, and every church should have a 
full curriculum of instruction. 


The Christian Home, This glimpse 
into Peter’s home is very beautiful. It 
was a hospitable home, to which, de- 
spite the presence of sickness, Jesus, 
James, and John were invited. Hospital- 
ity is a Christian duty, and a Christian 
grace (1 Pet, 4:9). Then there was an 
in-law situation, which seems not to 
have ruffled the serenity of the home. 
On the contrary, there was tender care 
one for the other. I remember visiting 
in the home of a minister whose mother- 
in-law was a member of the household. 
He always addressed her, “Mother-in- 
love.” Again in Peter’s home they lost 
ho time in telling Jesus about the pres- 
ent need. What relief and joy His pres- 
ence brought! It is good to have Jesus 
as guest and master of the home. Every, 
Problem is solved by His wonderful 
touch. John 2:1-11 gives a glimpse of 
our Lord in the home in the day of fes- 
tivity, and John 11 shows what He can 
Mean to the home in the time of sorrow.

The Busy Men's Corner 
By Tom M. Olson 


“Capernaum . , . he entered into the 
synagogue” (Mark 1:21).—One of the 
special joys of my visit to Palestine was 
the privilege of standing among the ruins 
of the synagogue in Capernaum. The 
palm and olive branches, the seven- 
branched candlestick, and the star of 
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David cut in the scattered stones satis- 
fied one that the ruins were those of 
the very building in which the Lord 
Jesus taught the people. 

Its style of architecture was Roman 
because a Roman centurion, who loved 
the Jews, had it built and gave it to 
them (Luke 7:5). 

Dr. Morgan says: “A study of syna- 
gogue worship is a very interesting and 
profitable one. In passing we may ob- 
serve that they who thus worshipped 
were forbidden to turn to the east. These 
synagogues usually faced the west, not 
only because according to Ezekiel’s 
prophecy there was a danger of idolatry 
in turning to the east, but also sym- 
bolically they were thus taught not to 
look in worship from whence their re- 
ligion came, but toward the place to 
which religion was intended to reach. 
It was the missionary attitude. Jesus 
went into these synagogues, and con- 
formed to their habit and worship, as 
He had done through youth and young 
manhood in Nazareth. But now He went 
to teach. Opportunity to do so was 
undoubtedly offered Him everywhere, in 
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accordance with the custom of the time, 
for all rabbis traveling were welcome to 
teach in the synagogues. He employed 
the opportunities which the synagogue 
and its assembled people offered, to 
preach the Gospel.” 

“He taught them as one that had 
authority” (Mark 1:22).—He had divine 
authority. He was the promised prophet 
into whose mouth Jehovah put His 
words; and concerning whom He said, 
“Whosoever will not hearken unto my 
words which he shall speak in my name, 
I will require it of him” (Deut, 18:19), 

And, despite the modern outcry against 
dogma in religious matters today, the 
Word still commands: “If any man 
speak, let him-.speak as the oracles of 
God” (1 Pet, 4:11). 

A minister once told his bishop that 
he could preach and think nothing of 
it, and the prelate replied that the par- 
ishoners were of the same opinion! 

A preacher visiting a penitentiary one 
Saturday was invited by the Christian 
warden to speak to the inmates the next 
day. That evening the preacher felt 
impressed to go to the penitentiary and 
learn the details regarding the service. 
Noting two chairs draped in black in 
the main assembly room he inquired as 
to the reason. Said the warden: “These 
two chairs are draped for death. Your 
sermon will be the last these men will 
ever hear.” You can realize that Browning 
and Emerson. figured very little in the 
sermon that was delivered on that occa- 
sion. There are chairs in most audiences 
draped for death (The Toronto Globe). 


“And anon they tell him of her” (Mark 
1:30).—Despite all attempts to deny the 
reality of illness today, here is proof 
that a fever can enter a most hospitable 
home — a home to which the Lord Jesus 
was invited. Although Peter is con- 
sidered the chief of the apostles, he did 
not deny the fact that his mother-in-law 
was ill. Andrew, James, and John were 
also there, and they did not deny it. 
They all told the Lord about the patient. 
That is the sensible course to pursue, 

“What burning heads,” exclaims Dr. 
Graham Scroggie, “and burning hearts, 
and burning consciences, and burning 
Memories, and burning fears people 
carry about with them! What a feverish 
world this is, and what a feverish age!” 
How many. of us are telling the Lord 
about these sufferers? 

The Lord graciously listened to what 
they had to say, then took the woman 
by the hand and lifted her up, and im- 


- mediately the fever left her, and she 


ministered unto them, 

It seems that the meal was held up 
after they came from the service in the 
synagogue by this case of fever; but now 
the mother could assist the daughter. 
Two such happy and efficient women 
would soon have a satisfactory meal 
ready to serve to the Lord and His dis- 
ciples, 

The people of Egypt said to Joseph: 
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“Thou hast saved our lives: let us find 
grace in the sight of my lord, and we 
will be Pharaoh’s servants” (Gen, 47: 
25. In other words, they decided they 
had been saved to serve. Peter’s mother- 
in-law immediately started to serve as 
soon as she had been saved from the 
deadly effects of that fever. My friend 
Arthur Woolsey has put the thought to 
music in his excellent chorus, “We're 
saved, saved to tell others!” 


“When the sun did set, they brought 
unto him all that were diseased” (Mark 
1:32).—What a busy day the Saviour had 
had! And, in the beauty of that Orien- 
tal sunset, He has much more work to 
do. Geike describes it as follows: “Forth- 
with began to gather from every street, 
and from thickly-sown towns and vil- 
lages around, the strangest assembly. 
The child led its blind father . . . the 
father came carrying the sick child; men 
bore the helpless in swinging hammocks; 
all that had any sick brought them... 
fevers, convulsions, asthma, consumption, 
swelling dropsy, shaking palsy, the deaf, 
the dumb, the brain-affected, and pos- 
sessed with demons, that last and worst 
symptom of despairing misery and dark 
confusion of the times.” 

All these things were manifestations 
of sin; for it was only because sin en- 
tered the world that disease and death 
entered (Rom. 5:12). But here was one 
who was superior to sin, disease, demons, 
and death. 

How true it is today, as the poet has 
said: 

The worst of all diseases is light compared 


to sin, 

On every part it seizes, but rages most 
within ! 

‘Tis palsy, dropsy, fever, and madness all 
combined, 

And none but a believer, the least relief 
can find ! 

“And in the morning ... he went... 


and prayed” (Mark 1:35).—The Emperor 
Napoleon listened patiently to a group 
of officers making a routine report of 
recent accomplishments, some of which 
were really outstanding, and then asked 
quite bluntly, “And what did you do the 
next day?”

AY, fellows, “Mark sets forth Christ 

as the perfect Servant of Jehovah: 
hence there is no reference to his gene- 
alogy (as in Matthew and Luke) —a 
servant not needing one, according to 
Jewish Law, Nothing is said here of 
His birth and childhood; but He is pre- 
sented as a full-grown man, going about 
His work as a servant should, with dili- 
gence, faithfulness, humility, and quiet- 
ness; busy, but never too busy to be in- 
terrupted. The reader will notice the 
constant occurrence of the words 
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‘straightway,’ ‘immediately, ‘forthwith,’ 
expressing the constant activity of the 
great Servant, and will observe that 
thirteen chapters commence with the 
little word ‘and, suggesting incessant 
movement and toil. Steadfastly forward 
the ideal Servant moves, impelled by 
the Holy Spirit, zealcus for the glory 
of God, and longing in love and grace 
to bless needy man: and when the nar- 
rative stops it leaves Him still at work 
(see chap. 16:20).” “Behold my serv- 
ant” (Isa, 42:1), 

The foregoing is taken from the intro- 
duction to the Gospel according to Mark 
in “The Testament for Fishers of Men.” 

So you see, fellows, Jesus was not 
only a perfect servant, but He was an 
alert, active servant. No opportunity 
for service escaped Him. On one occa- 
sion He said, “I must work the works 
of him that sent me, while it is day: 
the night cometh, when no man can 
work” (John 9:4). He was careful to 
show that true greatness resides in the 
spirit of service. One of the last lessons 
He taught His disciples was at His last 
supper with them, when He rose from 
the table, girded Himself with a towel, 
took a bason of water, and washed their 
feet. He had said: “Whosoever will be 
great among you, shall be your minis- 
ter: and whosoever of you will be the 
chiefest, shall be servant of all. For 
even the Son of man came not to be 
ministered unto, but to minister, and to 
give his life a ransom for many” (Mark 
10: 43-45) . 

I have seen this worked out in my 
own experience, when I was a guest in 
the home of a millionaire, to whom I 
was comparatively unknown. I was 
taken suddenly with a severe cold, and 
he, himself, gave me a hot mustard foot- 
bath, although there were two butlers 
and a maid in the house who could have 
attended me. That man had the spirit 
of Christ, and I shall never forget him. 
The humble, kindly ministry he ren- 
dered to me was typical of his whole 
life, and I love to think of the joy he is 
having right now in the presence of his 
Lord whom he imitated, 

And, fellows, as you read in this first 
chapter of Mark the record of that busy 
Sabbath Day our Lord spent in Caper- 
naum, in which He not only preached in 
the synagogue, but healed a poor fellow 
who was possessed of an unclean spirit, 
then later at Peter’s house, healed Peter’s 
mother-in-law; and when later “all the 
city was gathered together at the door,” 
bringing “unto him all that were dis- 
eased, and them that were possessed with 
devils,” He “healed many that were sick 
of divers diseases, and cast out many 
devils”"—when you read this record make 
a note of this fact: in all of Jesus’ min- 
istry He never touched the life of any 
person but to bless that person. All His 
ministry was benign. If any came in 
contact with Him and failed to get a

blessing it was because he refused to rc 
ceive it—as in the case of the rich young 
ruler. 

Wouldn't you like to have that said 
about you—not only that you neve! 
harmed anyone, but wherever yo 
touched a life you were a blessing to 
that life? There is just one way in which 
that can be possible: it is by living in 
the center of God’s will, That was where 
Jesus stayed—in the center of the 
Father's will. You can do that, too. You 
won't work miracles, but you can be a 
blessing. It is a high mark to aim for, 
and it is following in the footsteps of 
the Master.

You girls have done well. As we read 
together the nineteen verses in today’s 
lesson, see if you have any question to 
ask either of these reporters about her 
news item—also watch for the main 
thought of this lesson. (I have a ques- 
tion. Why did Phyllis write that Simon’s 
mother-in-law was “dangerously ill”? 
It just says that she lay “sick of a 
fever.” Did she write “dangerously ill” 
because newspapers generally exagger- 
ate?) That is a good question. How 
about it, Phyllis? “I said, ‘Peter’s wife’s 
mother was dangerously ill’ because 
‘suke 4:38 says she was taken with ‘a 
great fever.’ I think anyone with a 
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great fever would be dangerously ill.” 
Quite right. I am glad this question 
came up, because it enables us to clarify 
two points. First, all of you feel free 
to look up these incidents in any of the 
other Gospels to get further details, The 
more you do this the more you will get 
out of your study, and the better your 
account will be. Second, do not exag- 
gerate anything. No matter what other 
newspapers do, ours must be absolutely 
truthful. We are reporting things re- 
corded in God's Holy Word. Further- 
more, there is no need to exaggerate the 
works of the Lord Jesus. He is the 
supreme character of all the ages. His 
works and words are absolutely unique 
in the history of the world, yet the Bible 
tells the marvelous things He did in 
the simplest possible language. 

Did you notice that verses 21 to 34 
record things Jesus did in one day? 
Where was He that day? (In Caper- 
naum.) Let us list on the board the 
things He did. 

Taught in the synagogue. 

Cast out the demon from the man there. 
Healed Peter’s mother-in-law. 
Healed many. different diseases, 
Cast out many demons, 

Wouldn’t you like to have been in 
Peter’s house at sunset to see all the city 
gathered together at the door? Picture 
anxious groups of relatives bringing 
their sick ones to Jesus. And see those 
eager friends helping along others un- 
able to get there by themselves. How 
do you suppose the people looked as they 
went home that night? (Very, very 
happy.) 

What did the Lord Jesus do the next 
morning? - (Got up very early to pray.) 

Where did Christ go after that? (To 
the next towns.) After all that healing 
He would be well loved in Capernaum. 
Why did He not stay there? (Because 
He was to preach in other towns also.) 
Where did He preach? (In the syna- 
gogues throughout all Galilee.) What 
else did He do besides preach? (He 
cast out demons.) 

What, in this lesson, reveals the Lord 
Jesus as one with authority? (Verse 22, 
the way He taught; verse 34, He would 
not allow the demons to speak. De- 
mons had to obey Him. Disease germs 
did, too.) The authority and power of 
Christ stand out in today’s lesson, What 
else? (His kindness; His willingness to 
help all who came to Him.) Then what 
shall we remember as the _ central 
thought from today’s lesson? (That the 
Lord Jesus is both able and willing to 
help all who come to Him.) Isn't it 
wonderful that we have such a Saviour! 

Did you find a song for today, Carol? 
(Would “The Great Physician” be a 
good one?) Yes, indeed. Let us close 
by singing the first verse and chorus.

A Day of Helpfulness (Mark 1:21, 22, 29-35) 
AST Sunday we saw Jesus beginning 
His work. What did He do first to 
show He was beginning God’s work? 
(He was baptized.) Then He was tested 
in the wilderness to prove that He would 
obey God’s word. In His first sermons, 
what did He tell the people to do? (Re- 
pent and believe the Gospel.) Whom did 
He first call to follow Him and help? 
(Peter and Andrew.) Now wouldn't 
you like to watch the Lord Jesus one 

whole day to see just what He did? 


It is the Sabbath day at Capernaum. 
First, the Lord Jesus went to church 
(show a picture of Jesus teaching in a 
synagogue), and He taught the Sunday 
school lesson. “Sounds as if He knew 
what He was talking about,” folks said. 
Let’s see how the Bible pictures that 
Sunday school for us, (Have Mark 1: 
21, 22 read.) They got a surprise that 
day. A man with a bad mind—an evil 
spirit lived there — had come to Sunday 
school. The evil spirit spoke through 
the man’s mouth to the Lord Jesus: 
“Don't you bother us, Jesus of Naza- 
reth! Have you come to kill us? I 
know who you are—God's Holy One.” 
The Lord Jesus spoke: “Keep still. 
Come out of the man!” And after a 
fight inside, the evil spirit came out. 
The excited people said to one another: 
“What does this mean? Why, He even 
orders the evil spirits around, and they 
obey Him!” 

When Sunday school was over, the 
Lord Jesus went home with Peter and 
Andrew for dinner. James and John 
went along, too. But I guess the Sun- 
day dinner wasn’t ready, for Grammie 
was very, very sick, and Mrs. Peter had 
to look after her. But when the Lord 
Jesus heard about the sick lady, He went 
right in where she was— and you know 
what happened. (Show a picture if you 
can find one. Have verses 29-31 read.) 
I suppose 
the men folks talked. And first thing 
you knew it was evening. 

Look! (Picture.) The street was full 
of people —sick people who could just 
hobble to the door of the house where 
the Lord Jesus was, well people who 
were helping along invalids and cripples, 
mothers bringing sick babies, relatives 
leading crazy folks. Everybody needing 
help came to the Lord Jesus, hoping He 
would make them well, as He had cured 
the bad man in the synagogue that morn- 
ing. One after another many sick peo- 
ple were made well. Many who had 
evil spirits were freed from the bad 
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spirit living in them. The Lord Jesus 
would not let the evil spirits speak. He 
did not want them telling about Him. 
But He likes to have us who love Him 
tell about Him, doesn’t He? Listen 
while the Bible paints the picture (vs. 


32-34). How tired the Lord was that 
night! It took strength to heal all those 
people. But no doubt He went to bed 


happy, knowing He had helped others 
as God wanted Him to, and of course 
He loved the poor folks and wanted to 
help them, 


Next morning before anybody else in 
the house. was up, the Lord Jesus got up, 
and went away to a place where He 
could be alone with God, and there pray 
to His Heavenly Father (picture) to 
know what to do that day to please His 
Father and help people. (Read v. 35.) 
Then He traveled on to other towns. 
(Above the pictures put the printed 
Memory Verse: “Jesus went about all 
the cities and villages, teaching in their 
synagogues, and preaching the gospel of 
the kingdom, and healing every sickness 
and every disease among the people” 
(Matt. 9:35). 


We have seen the Lord loving others 
and helping them; we have seen Him in 
church and in prayer. As He watches 
us, what does He see? Quarrels and 
fussing about doing our share of the 
work at home? I would rather He saw 
things like this: (put up pictures show- 
ing children helping, praying, and at 
church). At least He sees us in church 
now.

OR this lesson, you are in Capernaum, 

a busy city on the Sea of Galilee. 
The first picture you might use would 
be of the synagogue, where Jesus cast 
out a demon from a man who .was cry- 
ing out and disturbing them in the syna- 
gogue. I hope you made a large map 
of Palestine as I suggested last week, 
and that you have small pictures to put 
on the map at the place of each lesson. 

After Jesus came out of the synagogue, 
He went to Peter’s house. And there 
was troubie there. The grandmother was 
sick of a fever. But Jesus went in where 
she was lying, so very sick, and He took 
her hand and raised her up, and the 
fever was gone, and she was all right. 
The Bible says she “ministered unto 
them.” You know how grandmothers 
are, just doing things here and there, 
where they are needed, and I think she 
must have hurried to help get the din- 
ner for all those hungry men. 

And just when they thought the day’s 
work was over, and they could all rest, 
at even, when the sun had set, and it 
was cool and nice, there came a crowd 
of people. I don’t know how large 
Peter’s house was, but I am sure it 
couldn’t hold all the people who came. 
For all the city came, bringing all their 
sick people. They crowded the street 
and the courtyard. 

What did they want? 

They had heard about the wonderful 
healing the Lord Jesus had done, and 
they wanted all their sick made well. 
You and I would have done just the 
same thing. Today if there is a doctor 
who has good results with some certain 
disease, his office is so crowded that you 
cannot see him sometimes until you have 
come back for an appointment weeks 
later. And sometimes you never can 
get to see him. 

But Matthew tells us Jesus healed all 
who came that evening to Peter’s house. 
Many times today the best doctors can- 
not heal the disease a person has, but 
Jesus had power to heal every one of 
them, and He cast out many demons 
which were making people act terrible. 

If I could take you to Africa or India 
or China today, you would see things just 
about like that night in Capernaum at 
Peter’s house. The people have so many 
terrible diseases, and they have no doc- 
tors. The witch doctors do most awful 
things to sick people, trying to let out 
the devils they think cause the sickness. 
But the people do not get well; they die. 
So when a missionary doctor goes from 
America or England, and they know 
what medicine to use to cure many of 
the diseases, the people come in crowds. 
They come bringing blind, lame, sick of 
the palsy, lepers, those possessed of de- 
mons — sounds just like the same crowd 
that came to Jesus wherever He was, 
and wanted healing. Even the mission-

ary doctors cannot heal all the diseases, 
but they do cure many. And every one 
who is cured goes back home and tells 
his friends, and then some more sick 
people come to the missionary. 

But Jesus always spoke a word to the 
sick people about their sin, and He for- 
gave the sins of those who had faith. 
Sometimes He forgave sins to prove to 
those around that He was God. And 
the missionary doctors and nurses fol- 
low the Lord’s example, and speak al- 
ways of the Lord Jesus Christ who died 
on the cross for the sins of all the world. 
Many heathen have believed on Him be- 
cause of the work the doctor did and 
what he said to them. Often they stay 
in a missionary hospital for weeks while 
they are being doctored, and they see 
and hear the Gospel; yes, they see it in 
the lives of the Christians there, and 
they come to believe on Him, too. 

When we are sick we should always 
ask the Lord to heal us, if it is His will. 
Ask Him to show us which doctor is 
best for us. Perhaps no doctor can help 
us. Then we can ask Him to heal us 
Himself if it is for His glory. I have 
known several people whom the Lord 
healed after all doctors had given them 
up to die. Nothing is impossible with 
God, but it is all accerding to His will. 
Sometimes God wants to teach us some 
lesson, and He lets us get sick in bed, 
so we have time to keep still and listen 
to Him. Some of our best lessons are 
learned in bed. 

That was a busy day for the Lord in

Children at Home 
The Can That Was God's Answer

OLLIE was the tiniest, newest baby 

in the mission orphanage. All the 
older children tiptoed up to the crib for 
their first look at her, being very care- 
ful not to touch the sides of the crib 
or to jar the fragile baby. 

The missionary said that the baby was 
three months old and weighed seven 
pounds. They knew from the tone of 
her voice that this was a serious condi- 
tion. They knew all by themselves that 
such a tiny baby should not cough so 
hard or be covered with all those ugly 
sores, 

Quietly the children filed out of the 
bedroom thinking about their new lit- 
tle “sister.” Eight-year-old Ami, who 
had lost her mother most recently, re- 
membered every detail of that loved 
one’s passing and her heart ached for 
little Mollie, whose mother had died 
suddenly two days ago. “Pity for that,” 
she said softly, “so many sores.” 

“And no mother,” added Nicanora, 
who could scarcely remember her own 
mother. “Good that she has our Mum 
to take care of her.” 

The little orphaned girls with a wis- 
dom beyond their years knew how help-~- 
less a Filipino baby was when _ its 
mother was taken from it. Many of 
them had been ill or suffering from in- 
fections when they came to the or- 
phanage. Their missionary told them 
they enjoyed health now because the 
Lord in His mercy had answered prayer 
and healed them, 

That night the younger children but- 
toned themselves into their flannel 
sleepers. and plopped down cross-legged

on the floor for their bedtime devotions. 
The kerosene lamp was placed on the 
floor to one side, where its flickering 
light made lovely shadows on the wall. 
Mum, the children’s missionary, seated 
herself, glancing dround the half circle 
of upturned faces. They were all there, 
the sweet, lovely faces, each one so 
different from all the others. The sight 
of them, thus, always made her throat 
contract and her heart beat faster for 
joy that these fresh young lives were 
claimed for her Saviour. There was 
sweet, fat Susie, a little out in front of 
all the others, her eyes wide and eager. 
Raymond, the youngest in that group, 
was still clutching a toy, while Ida, his 
older sister, sat very close to prevent 
any ill-timed playing. Laling, the ras- 
cal, with black eyes fairly snapping, was 
laughing at Lety’s clumsy efforts to get 
her arm into wrong-side-out pajamas. 
Mum thought of their early days, the 
way each one had looked and acted 
when she saw them first. What a won- 
derful testimony they were now to the 
compassion and power of God! 

Mum read the story, reviewed the 
Bible chapter they were memorizing, 
and they sang together the song they 
had just mastered, “Saviour, like a 
Shepherd lead us.” The song finished, 
the dark little heads bent in prayer. 
One by one the voices of little children, 
who had lost a child’s dearest posses- 
sions, parents and home, were raised 
in thanksgiving and praise to their 
Heavenly Father, whose love they could 
not doubt. Each one remembered little 
Mollie, asking help for her. 

After their devotions Mum tucked 
each one in bed, receiving their flannely 
hugs and kisses, answering the good 
nights, and making sure that the mos- 
quito nets were snugly tucked under 
each mat. 

When they were all asleep, Mum went 
to stand by Mollie’s crib, watching the 
tiny sleeping baby. So many times she 
had stood thus by a sick child praying 
that the life might be. spared, that the 
name of her God might be glorified — 
so many times it had been so. 

Mollie seemed the most hopeless one 
who had come. She was covered with 
itching sores, suffering from a cold, and 
unable to digest any formula given to 
her. Day by day, Mum studied her 
books, worked out new formulas, trying 
to make the best use of materials at 
hand, but Mollie only grew weaker. 


One night Mum sought fellowship in 
trial as she voiced her fears to the chil- 
dren. It was after their prayer time 
when Josefina snuggled against Mum 
and said, “Can’t God tell us what to feed 
Mollie? You said that He knew every- 
thing and that He could always help us.” 

Reproach rolled over Mum, driving 
away the sickly fear. Josefina’s staunch 
and practical faith strengthened her 
heart. She answered with a grateful 
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squeeze, “Yes, He can, Josefina; we will 
ask Him to do just that.” 

The children were all in bed, and Mum 
sat with her Bible open in her hand. 
“But how wilt Thou show me, Father? 
I do know that Thou canst tell me. I 
do know that Mollie’s life is in Thy 
hand. Show me now for the sake of 
Thy believing children. Work in our 
behalf that those watching from the out- 
side may again see Thy power.” 

No voice was heard, but the words 
were formed in her heart, Look in the 
book you have for a formula, 

“T’ve looked there, Father, I’ve read it 
through and through; nevertheless, at 
Thy command I'll look again. Open my 
eyes to see.” 

Mum opened the worn medical book 
and, with hands and eyes committed to 
the direction of the one who had granted 
all -medical knowledge, she turned the 
pages and read. Why hadn’t she seen 
this before? It was a short paragraph 
describing Mollie’s condition, and sug- 
gesting buttermilk for the formula. 

“Is this what You wanted me to see, 
Father? Where can I find buttermilk in 
this land?” And then the one who made 
the human mind, turned it back in re- 
membrance. Like a flash the missionary 
saw in memory, a can of powdered but- 
termilk covered with dust on the top 
shelf of a little store in the very town 
in which they lived.

This, of course, 
is not to be taken as an indication that, 
for us, early morning is the only time 
to pray, but it has many important ad- 
vantages: 

1. The mind is usually clearer and 
more alert, the first thing in the morn- 
ing. 

2. Distractions and duties have not 
yet crowded in to claim our attention, 
and we are not so likely to be inter- 
rupted early in the morning. 

3. It is the logical time to come to 
God for instruction for the day, rather 
than at the close of the day. 

4. It is good preparation for the un- 
known temptations and trials of the day.

We find, however, that the Lord also 
prayed at other times. Sometimes He 
prayed at the close of day (Mark 6:46), 
after a long, wearying ministry of 
preaching and healing. We, too, will 
find refreshment and encouragement and 
relaxation in coming to our Heavenly 
Father at the close of day and before 
lying down to rest. The trials and cares 
of the day will sink into insignificance 
as we bow before Him and turn them 
over to His loving care. Failures and 
sin can be cleansed away as we confess 
them to Him, and we shall lie down with 
cleansed hearts and untroubled minds 
to enjoy the peaceful sleep He gives to 
His beloved.

As we saw in the beginning, the Lord 
Jesus gave His disciples certain specific 
rules for their guidance in praying 
(Matt. - 6:5-15). We shall do well to 
observe them: 

1. Prayer is to be a personal, private 
matter between the individual and God. 
Public prayer, as such, is not condemned, 
but it can be, and sometimes is, used 
by individuals to show off before others, 
from a desire to be thought pious, or 
from a mistaken desire to instruct others 
or to rebuke them. Public prayer has 
its place, and can often encourage or 
comfort or otherwise help others, but 
only when the pray-er comes before 
God in the right heart attitude voicing 
his prayer to the Father and not for the 
ears of men. 

2. Believers are to avoid vain repeti- 


tions. This does not mean that we are 
never to repeat a prayer. Sometimes, 
for one reason or another, it may be 


necessary to ask several times before 
the answer comes (Matt. 7:7, 8; Luke 11: 
5-10). However, there are some who 
have the mistaken idea that there is 
some virtue in the number of times in 
which a petition is repeated. Heathen 
worshipers with their prayer wheels 
and kites are especially foolish in such 
vain repetitions, and even in our land 
we find those who think they are piling 
up merit by the number of “Hail Mary’s” 
and “Pater Noster’s” they repeat. 

3. The believer's heart attitude has 
much to do with the answer to his 
prayers. An unforgiving spirit toward 
others makes it impossible for God to 
apply His forgiveness to our hearts. 
Archbishop Trench said that “prayer is 
not overcoming God's reluctance; it is 
laying hold of His highest willingness.” 
We lay hold of His willingness when we 
meet His simple requirements, and one 
of them is a disposition to forgive those 
God forgives 
us not on the bas‘s of our forgiveness of 
others, but upon the basis of what Christ 
has done for us on Calvary. But that 
forgiveness cannot be applied and be- 
ecme effective if we by our unforgive- 
ness do not meet God’s condition.
